Claims 38-40 and newly added claims 44-86 are pending as amended 5/30/08. 
Claims 38, 44, 57,63,72,78,81 and 85 are independent. 



Allowable Subject Matter - Withdrawn 

Claims 38-40 were indicated as allowed in the first action. The Examiner regrets 
that this was premature, because a reference has been found that would read on claim 
38. Accordingly, the indication of allowability of claims 38-40 is hereby withdrawn. 



Claim Objections 

Claim no. 47 is objected to because of the following informalities: It is missing. 
Appropriate correction is required.
